TALE OF TRAGEDY 


Misfortune Has Dogged Steps Of Murdered Clubman’s 
Widow Seven Years

April 25.—A.s tragic 
a taie of misfortune as has ever been 
lieard was recently unfolded here by 
Mrs. Earle Remington, widow of the 
wealthy bank de.signer, amateur avia­ 
tor. clubman and society figure, who 
was mystenously murdered on Feb.

Finds More Grief. 
When she left California. Mrs. Rem­ 
ington. who was a noted society leader i 
and philanthropist, went to the home 
of her family in Spartanburg, S. C.

a sister died tragically, then 
both brothers fell ill of incurable dis­ 
eases and she spent six years m in­ 
istering to them.

Radio equipped balloon.' tiia’ auto­ 
matically report afino.Rphenc condi- 
tion.s encounierrd in lire flighn re­ 
cently have been lAed in Ru.ssia and 
France. The Ru.ssian instrument car­ 
ries a light meteorograph witli indi­ 
cating aim s for barometric pre.vsure. 
temperature and relative humiditv. 
The ends of the arms are .«¡paced 
about a disc m wliich is mounted a 
contact point, turned by clockwork 
once a minute. 
A battery and spark

Ls regarded as one of the countrj'’s 
foremast authoritie.s on the language, 
ethnology and rites of the Navajo 
Indians. 
“Father Berard’s pasition is unique,” 
said Dr. Sapir. “in that he has spent 
many years among the Navajo and is 
much beloved by them. 
We were 
very fortunate to get him since he is 
unquestionably the outstanding schol­ 
ar in the country on their language 
and ancestral customs. 
“He talks Navajo perfectly and has 
written 
an 
thenolt^ical dictionary 
and a grammar of the language. His 
religious background has further giv­ 
en him a keen insight into the Involv­ 
ed ritualry of the Indian culture.” 
Father Berard has been relieved of 
missionary work by his order so that 
he may devote ail liis time to the 
investigation, which Is being financed 
by the University and by ELsie Clew.s 
Parsons of New York. 
He enrolled 
in the Linguistic Division of the Lab­ 
oratory of Anthropology at Santa Fe 
liLst year, w'hich was directed by Pro­ 
fessor Sapir, in order to perfect his 
technique of language recording. 
He 
Is a Master of Arts of the Catholic 
University at 'Washington. 
Working now at Chinlee. Arizona, 
he has gathered 3,690 pages of m a­ 
terial on the ancient chants, cere­ 
monies. and legends of the Navajos 
by daily interv’iews w'hich last for 
months. 
This summer he will tent 
among the apaches of New Mexico, 
using the .same method plus a re­ 
cording phonograph for songs and 
language sounds.
